Want to adopt 
a horse? 


Anyone interastod in adopting a wild 
horse? That question opens up ail sorts of 
avenues for quips and questions, even the 
chance fot' a Joke or two. 

The Bureeu of Land Management has 
rounded up wild horses in northern California 
and is bringing them to the holding corral 
located in Redlands. Applications to reserve 
a horse are now being taken to assure that a 
sufficient number of horses will be brought by 
BLM to Redlands. Applicants will be required 
to pay an adoption fee of $200 per horse. 

You really can adopt a horse 
and these horses Can be trained for riding, 
roping, showing or for any other personal 
reason such as keeping them for pets. 

The Wild Horse and Burro Act, passed in 
1971, gave the BLM the responsibility for man¬ 
aging wild horses and burros in the nation’s 
public lands. These coming to Redlands are 
the first of 500 to be rounded up this year 
from public lands in the northern part of the 
state. 

Anyone interested in adopting a wild horse 
should contact the BLM at Riverside (714)

Rudy Hartman really cele¬ 
brated his 87th birthday up 
in the air this year. About 
1600 feet straight up, that is. 

To honor the birthday 
which was actually in October, 
Rudy’s grandson. Chuck, 
arranged for a trip in a hot 
air balloon for the day after 
Christmas for his grandfather, 
his parents, Bud and Chris 
Hartman and sister Christie. 

The group watched as the 
packet holding the balloon 
was unfurled near San Jose, 
while the basket was readied 
and the butane was lighted 
so ’he balloon could be blown 
up. Hartman says it takes 
one tank of butane just to 
blow up the balloon so it 
will rise into the air. 

Up they went, traveling 
about 10 mph for an hour 
and 15 minutes. The pilot, 
Gary Strain, is an ex-navy 
pilot. 

How is the balloon steered? 
Different levels of altitude 
have different wind directions. 
At 800 ft. the balloon tra¬ 
veled north and at 1600 ft. 
in this particular area, wind 
direction switched to bring 
the group back to their ori¬ 
gin. 

When they landed, it was 
time for the champagne pic¬ 
nic, then the pinning cere¬ 
mony when Hartman re¬ 
ceived his balloon pin proving 
he’d been airborne in the 
bright red balloon. 

His reaction? “Exhilaration, 
no sense of moving, no shak¬ 
ing or vibration. The only 
noise is the turning on of 
the burner to pick up speed,” 
Hartman told the News.
